10  or  more  of  a variety.  The  each  rate  takes  less 
than  10  of  a variety. 

Doubly  Guaranteed. — Every  precaution  is 
taken  to  have  each  tree  or  plant  true  to  label.  If 
from  any  fault  of  ours  a tree  or  plant  is  not  true  to 
name,  we  will,  on  proper  proof,  either  (1)  replace 
double  the  number,  or  (2)  refund  the  price  paid, 
plus  6%  compound  interest,  and  also  replace  the 
actual  number  of  trees  free  of  charge.
